The foregoing statement shows a small increase in amount paid 
for teaching over the preceding year, and yet we are obliged to 
again report a loss of teachers through greater inducements offered 
elsewhere. The vacancies caused by the resignation of Misses 
Battles and Smith were filled by the election of Misses Abby E. 
Flage of Hollis, N. H., and Mabel T. Ashley of Berkeley, Mas- 
sachusetts; both are graduates of the Framingham Normal school 
and have had previous experience. This frequent change of 
teachers is a serious disadvantage, but until we can pay salaries 
corresponding to places whose superintendents visit our schools 
regularly, we cannot hope to see any improvement in this direction. 
Miss Holbrook was granted leave of absence during the Fall 
term on account of ill health. and Miss Anna L. Foster of 


Bis = 
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Worcester, Mass., supplied her place in a very acceptable manner. 
The item for care of buildings includes but sixteen weeks in the 
new High school house, and for the coming year a larger amount 
will therefore be required. The winter of 1888-9 was exception- 
ally mild, so that our fuel account is almost exactly the same as in 
1888, notwithstanding the addition of the High school; this item 
will be considerably larger hereafter.. Many of our text-books have 
been in use from four to five years, and are showing the effects of 
wear. ‘These will need replacing from time to time, and with the 
supplies constitute quite a large item of expense. 

During the last year new single desks have been supplied te 
the balance of our school rooms. 

The most important event of the year is the completion 
of the new High school building, plans and front e’evation of 
which are shown herewith. As was stated in the report for 1888, 
this is a gift from the Hopedale Machine Co , George Draper & 
Sons and the Dutcher Temple Co. Its cost was $6200, exclusive 
of land and furnishings. To secure an artistic structure which 
should contain all the requisites for school work and keep within 
the amount stated, seemed quite difficult, but by making certain 
modifications we finally succeeded. Nearly all those furnishing 
materials or labor made specially low prices, and our thanks are 
due to them for their hearty co-operation. Ground was beoken for 
the foundations in March and it was soon ready for the carpenters ; 
about the time that the frame was raised the sudden death of Mr. 
E. B. Foster, who had the contract for the woodwork, caused a 
temporary suspension of operations, but an arrangement was made 
whereby the committee appointed by the companies assumed the 
contract and it was completed under the efficient superintendence 
of Mr. O. B. Davis, for many years employed by Mr. Foster. The 
building has ample accommodation for fifty scholars, and should 
meet the wants of the town for many vears to come. ‘The school 
rooms are exceptionally well lighted; the windows in the main 
school room at the left of the scholars are six feet from the floor. 
thereby giving room for blackboards underneath while securing a 
maximum amount of light. The heating and ventilating apparatus 


7 
is the same that has been adopted in many of the best buildings 
in the cities. and is warranted to both heat and ventilate the rooms 
with a reasonable amount of attention, at all seasons ‘The plans 
for the school house were accepted by the state inspectors, and 
tests of the air are pronunced entirely satisfactory as to quality and 
the quantity furnished per minute per scholar. 

We are now provided with ample accommodations for miner- 
als, and trust that friends of the school will assist in making a de- 
sirable collection. 

It is a matter of regret that our High School grounds have 
been invaded by the new railroad. A fill of twelve to fourteen 
feet passes diagonally through the premises creating a blemish upon 
the landscape, and spoiling what would otherwise have been a de- 
sirable ball-ground for the bovs. ‘There seemed no alternative but 
to make the best of the situation, and in our arrangement with Mr. 
E. P. Usher, President of the Grafton & Upton R. R. Co. we have 
aimed rather to have the grounds left in the best practicable condi- 
tion than to simply obtain pecuniary award of damages. ‘The com- 
ing season the southerly side of the embankment is to be carried 
out further ut the foot and a suitable amount of loam spread over 
the whole so that it can be covered with grass. A planting plan 
of the front schooi yard will soon be ready, and it is expected that 
‘the scholars will assist in beginning the work this spring. 

Our thanks are due Gen W. F. Draper for a piano for: the 
grammar school room; to Messrs. E. L. Osgood and George A. 
Draper, for pictures for all the schools in town; to Gen. W. F. 
Draper and George A. Draper for flags und mountings for the 
three buildings ; and to the mambers of the school committee for a 
copy of Waltner’s etching of Millet’s Angelus for the High school. 

We again repeat certain laws in regard to contagious diseases, 
etc. 

Chapter 47, section 9, of the Revised Statutes, states that 
‘**The school committe shall not allow a child who has not been 
duly vaccinated to be admitted to, or connected with, the public 
schools.” : 

‘The following act was passed in 1885: 

‘*The school committee shall not allow any pupil to attend the 
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public schools while any member of the household to which such 
pupil belongs is sick of small pox, diphtheria, or scarlet fever, or 
during the period of two weeks after the death, recovery or re- 
moval of such sick person, and any person coming from such house- 
hold shall be required to present to the teacher of the school the 
pupil desires to attend, a certificate from the attending physician or 
Board of Health of the facts necessary to entitle him to admission 
in accordance with the above regulation.” 


The regulation of the committee relative to the admission of 
children who have not before attended school, provides that such 
scholars are received only during the first two weeks of the Spring 
and Fall terms, at which time new classes are formed. Other chil- 
dren may, be admitted at any time upon application to the com- 
mittee. 

Arrangements have been made with the Hopedale Machine 
Company to have a storm signal struck upon the shop bell in case 
of very severe weather necessitating a close of schools. The sig- 
nal is four strokes of the bell repeated four times with a short in- 
terval between each four, making sixteen strokes in all. If the sig- 
nal is given at quarter past eight, there will be no school for the 
forenoon ; if at half past eleven, no afternoon session. 

The appropriation last spring for grading and finishing the 
High school vard was intentionally made less than it was known at 
the time it would cost to do the work, on the ground that this ex- 
pense shonld partly be left over until another year. We have 
therefore done what work was absolutely necessary, but have plans 
prepared for its completion. The lot on Dutcher street purchased 
about three years ago, is still unfinished. A considerable loam has 
been removed and some filling done. In view of the large number 
of scholars of various ages, it is very desirable that this yard be 
completed so that it can be utilized. and we trust that an appropria- 
tion will be made sufliciently large this season to provide for so 
doing. With the increased expenses of the High school, and to in- 
clude the above work, we feel that the school department should 
have an appropriation of $6,000 for the coming year.

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FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE HOPEDALE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


This fourth report covers the year 1889. On the evening of 
March 4th, 1889. the newly elected members of the board met at 
the residence of Mr. Wm. N. Goddard, the retiring secretary, and 
organized in the choice of Mr. Frank S. Hayward as chairman and 
Mr. Frank H. French as secretary and librarian. As a part of the 
money appropriated by the town this year was for the purpose of 
procuring a bound set of Harper’s Magazines, and as Mr. Goddard 
had looked up this matter and made some arrangements for obtain- 
ing them, the Trustees voted to purchase from him, at an estimated 
cost of $150.00. On May loth, the following communication was 
recvived : 

South Hopedale, Mass., 
May 16th, 1889. 
To the Trustees of the Hopedale Public Library. 

GENTLEMEN,—I beg leave to hand vou herewith my resignation as a 

member of your honorable board, the same to take effect May 17, 1889.

At the regular monthly meeting held May i8th, 1889, the 
remaining members reorganized in the choice of Mr. A. T. Gifford 
as chairman, Mr. F. U1. French remaining as secretary and librarian. 
The resignition of Mr. Hayward was accepte.l and made a part of 
the record of that meeting, notice being sent him by the secretary, 
of the action of the Trustees. The Trustees have from time to 
time held meetings and looked to the interests of the library as well 
as their knowledge and ability permitted, and have expended the 
money as in their judgment was best, in order to maintain the 
high standard upon which the library was commenced. With a 
few explanatory remarks, and the subjoined statement of the 
condition of the Library at the end of this year, will be all that 


is necessary. 
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The report of 1888 showed that the full amount of the receipts 
had been expended, and as no statement of liabilities appeared in 
that report, the Trustees were led to suppose the Library had none, 
beyond a few little bills of running expenses which would naturally 
come in as they were due. They therefore early in the year ex- 
pended some of the appropriation for obtaining new books which 
were needed and called for by the people of the town. Later, bills 
for binding and other matters were sent them for work done previ- 
ous to this year, so that they found they would be unable to meet 
them all; and believing that a full explanation of the exact condi- 
tion of this department of the town was necessary not only to the 
people of the town but in duty to themselves, they wish to call 
attention to the great increase in cost of binding of this year over 
any previous year. In 1888, the report shows but (.40) forty cents 
expended for that purpose. while the present report shows that 
$159.58 was expended for binding; yet the present board have 
never sent any books to the binders, with the exception of one 
volume. They were, however, obliged to countermand the order 
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of their predecessors for completing ‘‘The Nation,” which required 
the binding of some twenty volumes, besides furnishing a large 
number of single numbers, so that, although the appropriation was 
large and the receipts from other sources larger than in former 
years, we are obliged to carry over some $200 as an excess. not of 
the actual expenses of this year, but as a part of those of former 
years, which had to be met this year. However, with an amount 
equal to the appropriation of last year, they will be able to main- 
tain the growth of the Library and pay all outstanding obligations. 
The Trustees wish to make public acknowledgment of their in- 
debtedness to Mrs. fllen F. Babcock for the able and kindly 
manner in which she has assisted them and for valuable sugges- 
tions as to the management. At the next meeting of the town it 
will be necessary to elect two members of the board of Trustees, 
one for three years and one for one year, to fill the unexpired term 
of Mr. Hayward. ‘The Trustees recommend the town to appro- 
priate the sum of $800 for the ensuing year; all of which is re- 
spectfully submitted.
